Two of the spent pieces ac- 
ually fell at our feet and a few sec- 
ond afterwards another spent piece of 
shell, still hot; struck one. of our 
party on the leg. 


It was evident that we were in 


great danger. 
Some one said, "stand 


>y the cars." 


It was a good job we did not take 


this advice; but we might have done 
t 4f at thHt moment a woman at the 
door of the village wine shop across 
the street had not shouted: "Come 
nside, for God's sake!" 


Flee Into a Cellar. 


We did not need twice asking, 


rlardly had we got across the thresh- 
old when a tremendous noise like a 
million rawhide whips cracking at the 
same moment, followed by the noise 
of falling masonry, showed that we 
were in for a regular bombardment. 
Everybody rushed for the cellar. 


As soon as the dust and smoke had 


cleared away someone crept up the 
steps to look out and returned say- 
ing one of the turrets on each side of 
the entrance gates to the castle had 
been completely demolished by the 
last shell. And still they came, and 
there we huddled looking into each 
other's eyes, as well as the dim light 
would admit, in that little wine cellar 
with its solid vaulted roof that we 
prayed might not give way should 
the house be struck. 
I shall never 


forget the time spent in that cellar. 
There wer.e twenty-three of us, In- 
cluding about seven women of the 
village and a little boy. We were 
there from 10:30 a. m. until a little 
after noon, with shells dropping all 
around us. 
One dropped five yards 


from the door, the shock breaking 
every pane of glass in the house and 
making an enormous hole in the road. 
Another shell struck the ground^about 
twelve feet in front of our cars', just 
grazing and mashing a portion of 
the village cross. 


Everything has an end, and we 


could hear the shells bursting farther 
and farther away. Still it was deemed 
prudent to lie low for a bit. 


Eat as Shells Scream. 


After a time one of the villagers 


went out at a rear door and brought 
back a big -dish of fried chipped po- 
tatoes and bread, so that with the 
wine in the cellar we made a hearty 
lunch under the circumstances. We 
were very hungry, as we had eaten 
nothing since the previous evening. 


When It was safe to get out we 


found that the shell that dropped near 
the cars had burst two tires on the 
car I rode in, had smashed all three 
of the wind shields, and filled the car 
bodies and covers full of holes. 
The 


cars looked as if they had been pep- 
pered with machine guns. 
Luckily 


the engines were not damaged in the 
least.

trenched in old chalk quarries, a sort 
of natural fortress in the hillsides

The Black Forest Summons. 


Word to appear at the Wilhelm-

About three o'clock in the 
afternoon tlae German and Austrian 
envoys came out from" the hotel, and 
at a quarter to four (I remember 
Waeohter remarking, "They're three- 
quarters of an hour late!") the chug 
of a motor announced the others, Lord 
Haldane and Winston Churchill. 


A Group of History Makers. 


I had never happened to meet Hal- 


dano before, and I found him the Eng- 
lish gentleman personified—polished 
and reserved. 
Yet his reserve, tem- 


pered by age, blended Into a genial 
mellowness. The usual English arro- 
gance had evidently been subdued by 
reason of his cosmopolitan knowledge 
of the world.' In speech, and action he

ascetic looking, and rather

"I believe I've seen you before," 


said. 


"I met the right honorable gentle-

passed I was summoned. 


My first Impression as I opened the 


door was of an air of tensenest). 
It 


was obvious In the way ChurchiW was 
staring across the table at,.Ha,Vlane. 
It was an ordinary large German oak 
dining-room table, and in the in'ddle 
were two big shaded lamps. 
It was 


growing dusk, and after lighting* the 
lamps I backed away to a cornet? of 
the room'. 


I had a distinct Impression of the 


features of the six men who were n'aV- 
ing history round that table. 
TKfere 


were writing materials, stacks of p»- 
per and documents at every placf. 
Sheets of paper were covered wlt'ft 
their handwriting. 
Only In front, of 


Von Heerlngen were the sheets blank, 
for he never makes a note on anything, 
carrying everything in his marvelouiv 
memory. 


Obviously what were the lajst words 


of a speech came from Moritz, the Aus- 
trian, as I entered: "And to make this 
all possible," he waa saying, "we must 
break the -Russian federation in the 
Balkans." 


The Pawns In the Gamje. 


From his place at the head of the 


table the Iron-gray-halred Klderlen- 
Waechter rose slowly. I noticed he 


As 
Kiderlen-Waechter sat 
down 


Haldane audibly concurred, the 'oth- 
ers :merely nodding. Apparently the 
conference was at.an end. But what 
had they accomplished? 
From "the 


general tenor of their conversation It 
was obvious that they all agreed. But 
what were the terms of their bargain? 
Presently I was to know. 


"Bamberger," said Kiderlen-Waech- 


ter, addressing me by the name I had 
•taken, "gather up any pieces of paper 
on the table and consign them to the 
fire." 
I replied, "Yes, sir." Then turning 


to the others he continued: 


"Gentlemen, select the memoranda 


you wish to keep. The rest is going 
to be destroyed immediately." 


Reading Between the Lines. 


While they ran over their papers, 


saving the necessary scraps, 1 stood 
back from the table. It wae character- 
istic of the men thiv: Winston Churchill 
should have taken the most volumi- 
nous notes, while Heeringen had not 
put down a line. I then gathered up 
every scrap of paper left on the table 
—blotters, little ncte pads, foolscap— 
used or unused. Everything was to go 
into the fire. 


I went about th(* slowly and delib- 


erately, taking card to glance at every- 
thing before I carried It over to the 
grate. 
I wanted T.o make sure that 


nothing of value was destroyed. Here 
and there came a good chance to read 
some of the contents. Piece by piece 
from the memoranda the different men 
had made, always being careful not to 
confuse individual notes; thus learnx 
ing one by one their train of-thought, 
the thing began to piece itself together 
for me. 
There were extensive notes on army 


and navy matters. 
Churchill, for In- 


stance, had carefully noted the full 
strength that Austria and Germany 
could muster la case of war. Kiderlen- 
Waechter 
had 
recorded 
the 
full 


strength of England and Austria as 
given by Churchill and Moritz. So had 
Moritz taken down German and Eng- 
lish statistics. Obviously it was a tri- 
angular alliance, each noting to what 
extent dependence could be placed up- 
on the other. Then there were data 
on the French and Russian arcjies and 
navies. The significance of that was 
apparent. What puzzled me, however, 
were numerous statistics on Holland 
and Belgium. 
3,500,000 Germans Ready for Action. 


Not until Kiderlen-Waechter 
and 


Churchill, squatting doW by the fire- 
place and poking the burning papers 
with old-fashioned irons, not until then, 
when there began a conversation and 
other pairs conversed on certain points 
all around the room, did I gain a clear 
idea of just what had happened. What 
they said, the vital scraps of their con- 
versation as they drifted to me while I 
moved to and from the table and fire- 
place, I shall now present as close to 
the words of the men involved as I am 
able. 


'Heeringen, who had drawn Haldane 


aside, said: 
"We arn ready, at any 


time with 3,500,000 men without any 
further straining of our reserves. Ac- 
cording to our latest agreement, Aus- 
tria will support us with 2,000,000 more

to Heeringen, to Haldane; then he 
spoke. 
I recall distinctly the import 


of his remarks. 


"Gentlemen," he eaid, "the point 


raised by General Moritz must stand, 
and, 
of course, it needs the sanction 


of our respective heads. As Lord Hal- 
dane has pointed out, it does compli- 
cate matters to some extent. The Bal- 
kans concern Austria most; to my way 
of thinking it is quite within reason to 
accede this point. (As I write I recall 
vividly' how grave they had all be- 
come. They knew what this meant— 
war in the Balkans.) 
On all main 


points," said Kiderlen-Waechter, "we 
are agreed. As indicated by his impe- 
rial majesty, the primary reason of 
our meeting is to come to a tacit un- 
derstanding in regard to technical de- 
tails. This we have done. It is unfor- 
tunate, however, that this possible 
phase, the Balkan point, has not been 
gone into before.

Russia would not have 
a chance to stir. 
Of course,' in the 


event of any outside situation arising, 
we shall look to England to take care 
of such new condition. That seems to 
rest clearly with your navy." 


Churchill became a little cautious. 
"There is a certain contingency that 


might arise," he said. "Suppose, under 
stress of circumstances, the United 
States should take a definite stand 
against us in this matter?" 


United States Not a Factor. 


The reply of the admiral was the 


very 
expressive 
German 
word— 


quatsch! He further intimated that the 
United States was so Interested in its 
own internal affairs that it would not 
be drawn into the question, and that 
in any event its navy would be needed 
for its own immediate protection. He 
had a disposition,' however, to put the 
entire situation up to Churchill. 


Kiderlen-Waechter and Moritz were 


deep in the Balkan question, and r 
sensed then the coming Balkan imbrog- 
lio. 


"Without doubt," Moritz said, "we 


will bring that to an issue within a few 
mouths." I knew he meant that Aus- 
tria would precipitate the Balkan 
question. Kiderlen-Waechter was eerl- 
ous. 


"It has got to be done." 
There were other snatches, all bear- 


Ing on the same subject, and gradually 
the situation began to clarify In my 
mind. It was not, however, until I had 
noted the contents of -certain docu- 
ments before destroying them that the 
tremendous importance of the big 
stakes they -were all playing for be- 
came apparent. What I shall now do 
Is to reveal the substance of these 
documents, coupling them with over- 
heard conversation, thus interpreting 
the full significance of the conference. 


Within the last twenty-five years 


Germany has so enormously advanced 
In commerce that she urgently needs 
some further outlet on a northern sea- 
coast. This means Holland and Bel- 
gium. Hamburg and Bremen are the 
only two practical harbors that Ger- 
many possesses for the distribution of 
her enormous export. The congestion 
in both places is such that steamers 
wait for weeks to load. One-quarter 
of Germany's exports goes through 
Antwerp. 
Germany must have Ant- 


werp. Practically the whole of south- 
ern Germany's commerce, especially 
along the Rhine and the highway of 
the Rhine, pours into a foreign country 
at present. Germany must have Aut- 
werp-r-In fact, the whole coast, Amster- 
dam and Rotterdam Included. 


The empire wants harbors, not colo- 


nies. The colonizing idea is a fallacy. 
Germany is, first and last, a manufac 
turlng country. It never was and never 
will be, for a long time to come, a 
successful colonizer. 
At present all 


that Germany wants is markets, and 
facilities 'for extending her markets. 
These markets Germany will always 
be able to command because of her In- 
tense 
scientific 
application 
to all 


branches of manufacture. 
But these 


products need outlets. 
Germany Is 


quite willing to let the others colonize 
so long as she has a chance to get her 
goods in. 
So much for the German 


situation. 


England, In her vast over-sea do- 


mains and possessions, wants rounding 
up. England has not been able in the 
past, and certainly is not at present, 
to supply herself and her colonies. In 
Germany she has a first-class work- 
man; 
Germany manufactures 
what 


England needs. Germany's building of 
her navy was never meant as a real 
menace to Great Britain. 
It was sole- 


ly a means to impress the English that 
Germany would make a powerful and 
valuable ally in every shape and form. 
Conversely, it was a threat that she 
would be a dangerous opponent. 


Shoulder to shoulder, Germany and 


England (Germany, of course, includ- 
ing Austria, and probably Italy) could 
dictate to the rest of the world. There 
was one stumbling-block. 
This was 


France. 


Well-informed 
Frenchmen 
have 


known and feared this for a long time. 
They have, of course, never mentioned 
it in public. 
With all her gallantry, 


hysterical 
patriotism, 
and 
wealth, 


France would never be able to hold 
out against Germany alone. To securo 
Russia's friendship she loaned enor- 
mous sums of money. But the Japa- 
nese war and internal troubles tem- 
porarily eliminated Russia as a high- 
class ally. She was at the time ot the 
Black Forest conference but a sec- 
ondary power. So France did her ut- 
most to solidify the entente cordiale 
fostered by the late King Edward VII 
under the stress of public opinion in 
England. 


Wh»t They All Wanted. 


As I made clear last week In my 


story of my secret miseion to the cap- 
tain of the German cruiser Panther, 
the Moroccan question showed Eng- 
land ready to back up France in war, 
but now came this meeting in the 
Black Forest, Germany pointing out to 
and apparently convincing England of 
the greater advantage of a German- 
English coalition, and France was 
frozen out—at least so Germany was 
led to believe, and with what error 
England's support of France and Rus- 
sia in the war with Germany makes 
all too glaring. England, with her tra- 
ditional shrewd alertness to make the 
most profitable deal, Germany rea- 
soned, was not slow .to see the ad- 
vantage of the German proposition. 
In a nutshell, it was this: 


Germany must have the lowland 


ports. 
Holland would not be adverse 


to coming into the German federation. 
Belgium would be adverse, but could 
be snuffed out as easily as a candle. 
But French public opinion would never 
tolerate under any circumstances this 
German 
aggression. France would 


fight, even though knowing it to be a 
losing fight. 


So much for what Germany would 


get out of it. Austria wants to round 
up her empire in the Balkans. Aus- 
tria was to have outlets in the Mediter- 
ranean. England, for standing, by Ger- 
many,, was to be rewarded with French 
Northern Africa and the Dutch East 
India possessions. What was to be- 
come of France? Reconstruction, par- 
titioning, possibly a little, kingdom, 
probably under the Orleans regime. 


I know these things, for I possess 


them In black and white. But what I 
do not know is whether England en- 
tered this memorable conference in 
order to play the spy on Germany and 
her Austrian ally in behalf of herself 
and France, or whether she really ac- 
ceded to the isolation of France tem- 
porarily for secret purposes of her 
_.;n, knowing that Germany would not 
be ready to strike for some time to 
come. But I strongly suspect that she 
dealt doubly with Germany, and that 
France knew of her ancient enemy's 
proposition to England within a very 
few hours after Lord Haldane and 
Winston Churchill had heard it, and 
began forthwith to make herself as 
ready as possible against the day when 
Germany, her plans all perfected and 
falsely relying on England's aloofness, 
would try to put them into effect. Do 
you recall how Germany, at the very 
beginning of the great war, began to 
hurl her army corps upon France by 
way of neutral Belgium? I cannot help 
believing that to the last Germany felt 
herself safe in so doing—secure in the 
belief that England would not object— 
and all because of that secret meeting 
in the Black Forest I have told you of. 


NEED ONLY DEFINITE RULES 


Really Little Seems to Stand In the 


Way of the Creation of a Uni- 


versal Language. 


It an editor should print bad Eng- 


lish he would lose his position. Many 
editors are using and printing bad 
•methods of graphic presentation, but 
they hold their jobs just tho same. 
The trouble at present is that there 
are no standards by which graphic 
presentations can be prepared In ac- 


cordance with definite rules so that 
their Interpretation by the reader ma^ 
be both, rapid and accurate. It is cei- 
taio. that there will evolve for meth- 
ods o£ graphic presentation'a few use- 
ful and definite rules which will cor- 
respond with the rules of grammar for 
the spoken and .written language. T-he 
rules of grammar for the English lan- 
guage are numerous as well as com- 
nlex, and there are about as many ex- 
ceptions as there are rules. Yet w« 
all try to follow the rules in spite ol 
tn,eir intricacies. The principles for a. 


grammar of graphic presentation are 
so simple that a remarkably small 
number of rules would be sufficient 
to give a universal language. 
It is 


interesting to note, also, that there 
are possibilities of the graphic presen- 
tation becoming an international lan- 
guage, like music, which is now writ- 
ten by .such standard methods that 
sheet music may .be" played in any 
country.—Engineering Magazine.

partment of agriculture and the col- 
lege of agriculture of the university. 


The work is in charge of B. H. Hib- 


bard, department of agricultural eco- 
nomics. The movements In the great 
butter district of southern Wisconsin 
and northern Illinois, centering at El- 
gin, will be the subject o£ the main 
investigation. 


Every step in the transfer of butter 


from farm to consumer by way of the 
creamery, wholesaler, transportation 
company and boards of trade will be 
considered.

This investigation, together with a 


similar one now In progress by the 
Minnesota college of agriculture, is 
the first of Its kind in the middle 
west.

Remarkable Teeth Decoration Shows 


That They Possessed Consider- 


able Skill. 


Bv far the most transcendent ex- 


ample of teeth decoration which has 
at present come to light in America 
is in a skull discovered in 1909 at a 
place called La Piedra. near the point 
on the right bank of the Esmeraldas 
river where it empties into San Mateo 
bay 
It was accidentally found by Mr. 


Pinzon and Mr. George. D. Hed i an the 
latter an American consular agent at 
Esmeraldas;;- and was kindly presented 
by Mr. Hedian for the Heye. museum 
during my visit to Ecuador last sum- 
mer 
The skull was seen projecting 


from the bank, but no other parts of 
the skeleton were uncovered. Probably 
having been washed away after the 
bank was undermined. 


The upper part of the skull is in 


fragments, 
but is restoraWe 
The 


skull slightly deformed, is that of an 
adult female. The decoration of the 
teeth is unique and presents a new 
type 
of facial ornamentation. 
In- 


stead of small disks being set into arti- 
ficial cavities we find in this case that 
certain teeth of the upper jaw-were[ al- 
most entirely covered on the outer 
face by an overlay of gold. 
The en- 


tire <-namel of the teeth decorated has 
been" removed, with the exception of 
narrow bands at the bases and the up- 
per parts, where they were close to 
the flesh and embedded in the jaw.

One of the greatest talking 
points of a real estate man is the excellent market that exists within a 
short distance ot the farm he is trying to sell. And what makes the mark- 
el? 
The existence of a city where there are a lot of people to eat the pro- 


duct. 


And how does the farmer reach all of these people.' 
Why, 
he simply brings in his produce and hands it over to^ the mer- 


chant, and tho merchant sells It In small lots to the fellows about town, 
thus acting as a distributer for the agriculturalist. 


There may be time's when the profit that the merchant makes may seem 


exhorbitant, but If the farmer had to go around to the different houses and 
deliver all of his produce in small quantities, he would find that most of his 
time would be taken up In this work, and very little .of it left for farming. 


The proper distribution of products is one of the greatest problems be- 


fore the producer today, no matter what business he is in, and immense 
amounts of money tire being spout in working out plans for doing the work 
properly. The farmer is no exception to the rule. Many a manufacturer has 
to pay more to market his product than it costs to produce it in the factory, 
and while he may not like ;t, the costs are paid by the ultimate consumer, 
and the result Is that lie comes in for a little kick also. 


In tho good old clays it was the custom for farmers to come to the city 


and display their wares in a market place, and thus sell directly to the con- 
sumer. 
However, this plan has gone out of style to a large extent, except 


in the old-fashioned communities, where it is still practiced in a limited 


way. 
Tho fact of the case was that the method was too slow for the Amer- 


ican public, and it is probable that if the farmer figured out the time he 
lortt by that niuthoil, and the produce that he had to carry back home, and 
tin- .stuft that lie had often to sell at a sacrifice, owing to a glut on the mark- 
et, he would IIml hlmso.ll' ahead by the present method. 


Thero is no doubt that the retail merchant is fulflilliug a mission on 


this earth, or lie would soon cease to exist.

DON'T HULL THK FARM. 


Amid the storm of war that has ail but encircled the globe It is neces- 


sary for Americans to keep stout hearts and clear minds. While the war 
is on we are apt to be too timid, and in danger of losing sight of the read- 
justment that must necessarily come about when the struggle is over. 


Of this we are now certain, that whatever may be the fortunes of the 


war (Uiring^J-he winter, the fields of neutral nations are going to be taxed 
to the utmost to provide food for the hungry people of Europe during the 
next two years, 
is'ot only is the pressure of food shortage already making 


itself felt, but the usual preparation for the 1915 crop has not been fully 
made, and as a result, not before the autumn of 1916 at the earliest can 
tin.- grain bins of Kurope again be relied upon for a regular supply. 
How 


much the 1914 crop may be affected thru the destruction of grain and flour 
in storage, or thru its utilization for army purposes, cannot now be deter- 
mined. 
It is sate to say. however, that every bushel of wheat on the Con- 


thumt will be hoarded most carefully until the war is over. If peace comes 
during the winter the soldiers will go back to repair as best they may the 
losses of the autumn, but the farmers of America will have to fill any extra 
depressions in the European wheat bin. 


This means high prices for grain, and high grain prices are sure to be 


followed by a quick increase in land values. The speculator will be the first 
to take advantage of this situation, and will shortly begin to take options 
on farms in neighborhoods where sale prices now run low. 
Possibly it 


might be as well for the farmer to go a little slow about giving such options. 
There is not likely to be a recession from the land values established by the 
war. 
Markets once secured to American trade are likely to remain in our 


hands for some time to come, and to go back to their old channels slowly 
enough to make the change harmless to the American farmer. 


There Is another matter to reckon with, and that is that no matter 


which wide wins In the struggle, many thousands of European families will 
be ruined, either by the war itself, or by the added burdens of taxation" 
which Inevitably will follow in its wake. These people will be the cream of 
the farmers of Europe—Belgian and French and German men of family and 
standing In their own lands. 
They will naturally look toward the New 


World, and toward tho Northwest, as a place where they can repair their 
fortunes. 
They will add to the demand for land, and their almost certain 


coming after the war is over may well justify hesitation on the part of the 
farmer when he Is invited to sell. 
It is true that this movement may not 


matorlalixe. 
It may go elsewhere, but it will go somewhere! And why not 


to the Northwest? 
Many of these men will be without means. 
Why not 


hold the farm a little longer, and make a liome for some good Belgian or 
Gorman or French tenant? 


In short, this is a poor time to sell the farm, and it Is a good time to 


l i f t , with every ounce of brain and muscle, for the betterment of the farm 
life on the farm, in the neighborhood, and thruout the Northwest.—Farm, 
Stock and Home.

HOW TO CARE FOR TEETH. 


.Castile Soap and Precipitate of Chalk 


Good Dentifrice. 


The teeth add so much to one's ap- 


pearance that one cannot be too thor- 
ough in the care of them. 


They have a great deal of work to do. 


They aid in the digesting of the food: 
they are beautifiers, and, like all things 
which have several duties to perform, 
they need constant attention and care. 


If the teeth of an individual are kept 


entirely free from particles of food and 
tartar ftiey will not become decayed, 
but If they are not thoroughly kept 
clean tEey will decay quickly. 


After every meal any particles of 


food which may be lodged in the teetb 
Bhould be removed with a small piece 
of dental floss. One should take espe- 
cial care as to what tooth powders and 
washes one uses. 
Many lotions and 


powders contain injurious acids, which 
Instead of preserving and cleaning the 
teeth ruin the enamel. 


If the teeth are cleaned daily with 


vrhlte castile soap and precipitate of 
chalk they can be kept in condition. 
Occasionally they should be washed 
with an antiseptic lotion. 


One should never use a brush which 


is too stiff, as it Is hard on the enamel. 
The teeth should be rubbed up and 
down, so that the bristles can get in 
between the teeth, removing all parti- 
cles. 
Many will take the greatest care to 


keep the outside of the teeth in perfect 
condition, but neglect the back of them. 
This needs just as much attention and, 
although a little harder to reach, should 
be cleaned in the same way. 


.How to Brighten a Dark Room.

dorsed thereon the names or initials 
of both ballot, clerks, and no other 
ballot can be used. 
Upon receiving 


his ballot, the voter must retire alone 
to a booth or compartment and pre- 
pare the same for voting. 
A ballot 


clerk may inform the voter as to the 
proper'manner of marking a ballot, 
but he must not advise or indicate In 
any manner whom to vote for. 


(b) 
If the voter wishes to vote 


for all the candidates nominated by 
any party he shall make a cross or 
other mark under the party designa- 
tion printed at the top of the ballot 
in the circle made for that purpose. 
A ballot so marked and having no 
other mark will be counted for all 
the candidates of that party in the 
column underneath, unless the names 
of some of the candidates of the party 
have been erased or a name shall be 
written in or a cross mark be placed 
"in the square at the right of the name 
or names of candidates in another 
column. 
If the voter does not wish 


to vote for all the candidates nomin- 
ated by one party, he shall mark his 
ballot by making a cross or mark in 
the square at the right of the name 
of the candidate for whom he intends 
to vote, or by inserting or writing 
in the name of the candidate. 


(c) 
A voter may vote upon a 


question submitted to the votG of the 
people by making a cross (X) or 
mark in the square at the right of 
the answer which he intends to give.

marked in any other manner. If the 
ballot be spoiled, it must be returned 
to the ballot clerk, who must Issue 
another in its stead, but not more 
than three in all shall be issued to 
any one voter.

Un- 
official ballots or memorandum to as- 
s;st the voter in marking his ballot 
can be taken into the booth,, and may 
be used to copy from. 
The ballot 


mus't not be shown so that any person 
can see how it has been marked by 
the voter.

After it is marked it should 


be folded so that the inside cannot 
be seen, but so that the printed in- 
dorsements and signatures of the bal- 
lot clerks on the outside may be seen. 
Then the voter should pass out of the 
booth or compartment, give his name 
to the inspector in charge of the bal- 
lot box, hand him his ballot to be 
placed in th'e box, and pass out of the 
voting place.

read, or that by reason a physical
